¢ IN 1922 \ 


‘am Ottawa despatch Canada 
swas .a safer place to lye in during 
1922, crime statistics issued there re- 
cently show. The total number of 
,cases tried by criminal epurts in 122 
‘was 163,929 as compared: with 182,720 
tin 1921, a decrease of njore than ten 
sper cent. . 

Ontario heads the list of provinces 
‘for convictions under the liquor act, 
for drunkenness, and for breaches of 
tthe Opium and Narcotles Act. Its 
«onvictions under these heads were: 
‘drunks, 10,063; Liquor act offences, 
18.246; illicit stills, 245;; drug offences, 
1397, 

In other provinces a decreas in 
‘drunkenness and similar offences was 
moted. British Columbia showed the 
‘must enviable record,, the official re- 
reports show, with only 1,081 drunks, 
:a decrease of more than 55 per cent. 

Illicit stills increased in nearly 
every province, Alberta/being no ex- 
«ception. Major crimes all over Canada 
were fewer than in 1921, although a 
higher percentage of convictions were 
obtained when charges were laid.

FRUIT GROWING A 
SUCCESS AT 
QUEENSTOWN 


(Continued from Page 1 
under way I turned my attention to 
small fruit, especially strawberries. In 
this I did not get much encouragement 
from friends and neighbors. One old 
timer, who had been in the country 
since the C.P.R. was built, assured me 
tame strawberries would not grow 
here, the C.P.R. people had tried to 
grow them and given it up he said, 
Now while I realized that what the 
C.P.R. could not do would not be much 
use for anyone else to try,still I decid- 
ed to make an attempt,and about four 
years ago, when Mr. Grant Hall and 
other C.P.R.offigilas went through this 
part of thg coyntry, had the pleasure 
of showing these gentlemen my straw- 
berry patch, thus proving that the 
C.P.R. people don’t know it all. 

Just about the time I was consider- 
ing the small fruit proposition, agents 
from Stone and Wellington’s Ontario 
Nursery went through the settlement 
and I gave him a small order for cur- 
rants, gooseberries and raspberics and 
also for some strawberry plants, The 
stuff came in time and started grow 
ing all except the strawberry plants. 
These appeared too muci dried out 
after being jsent through the mail. I 
wrote the ftrm that their strawberry 
plants were/no good,that they were all 
dead, arid a#ked them to replace stock. 
They answered back that while they 
did not think the fault was all on their 
side they would replace fifty per cent 
just to en¢ourage me, which they did 
the following spring. 

Most of these plants started growing 
but in the fall I killed them with too, 
much kindness, that is, I covered them 
with a heavy coat of manure and 
smothered them all except one plant 
that somehow or other had escaped 
the manure treatment, I tended that 
ene plant like a tender child and it 
sent out a lot of runners which trans- 
planted inside of my shelter belt, and 
from that day I have had no trouble 
growing strawberries. What I grow 
are the Sentor Dunlap and Dakctas, 
everbea. ag, but not with much suc 
cess. 

For the last six years I have grown, 
strawberries enough to supply the 
family with fresh berries every day 
during the season,beside being able to 
give my numerous friends a treat 
when they visit me during the straw- 
berry season, and enough to preserve 
for winter use, and this spring I 
have gold twenty-five dollars worth of 
plants, 

Alberta appears to be an ideal spot 
for cuarrnts and for several years I 
have grown red, white and black cur- 
rants in plenty, enough to make jelly 
and jam for family use the whole year 
besides having some to sell. Last year 
I sold about 40 gollons at one dollar
